Information Disclosure Statem nt 
1. The information disclosure statement filed 08/23/01 has been considered and 
placed in the application file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recited "organic binder" and "solid particulate organic polymer" per claims 1 
and 5 constitute indefinite subject matter as per the metes and bounds of such engender 
an indeterminacy in scope. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have 
the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
Stat s before the invention by the applicant for patent, xc pt that a patent shall 
not b deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this subs ction based 
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on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defin d in section 
351(a). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Park et al(U.S. 6,255,381). 

Park et al disclose antislipping agent-containing coating compositions, useful in 
coating the surfaces of packaging boxes, defined basically as containing a blend 
of a first acrylic latex governed by a Tg of greater than or equal to 90 degrees C, 
sufficient to meet the solid particulate organic polymer having a Tg of greater than 
70 degrees C per claims 1 and 5, a second acrylic latex governed by a Tg of less 
than or equal to -5 degrees C, sufficient to meet the organic binder having a Tg 
less than -20 degrees C per claims 1 and 5, and .03 to12 wt. parts of at least one 
inorganic compound which includes talc, silica, calcium carbonate, etc., sufficient 
to meet the inorganic additive per claims 1 and 5. Park et al therefore anticipate 
the instantly claimed invention, in both content and character. See, e.g., the 
Abstract, cols. 1-5, the Runs and Claims of Park et al. 

The introductory phrase "A method of inhibiting the loss of solar reflectance over 
time" per claim 5 cannot serve to patentably distinguish the claimed method from 
that of Park et al. That language, in ff ct, is th result of combining at least three 
ingredients which includ s an organic binder, an inorganic material and a solid, 
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particulate organic p lym r. While th prior art does not show a specific 
recognition of that result, its discovery by applicants is tantamount nly t finding 
a new use for an otherwise old compositionfreference In re Tomlinson, 150 USPQ 
623). 

As to the dependent claims, the limitations are either taught by Park et al, 
suggested by Park et al or would have been obvious to the skilled artisan and with 
a reasonable expectation of success.
